Tlio Canadian Paciflo Railway. 

Tho following extmcts from tho (llohn's 
review "f R.andrord Fleming's Report will 
bo interoating: — 

Section 4 is thatportion of the road 
lying between Fort Edmonton and the 
Pacific, with, as wo will assume. Unto In- 
let for its western terminus. This section 
lias boon trav6rieQ by' several jiartios of 
engineers, and tho information obtained 
rospeetiiig it is very important, although 
not 3'et conclusivo. But tho dillicultios to 
bo overcome on this section of tho road 
are enormous. In tho report of tho Chief 
Engineer cccurs tbo following: — 

"From Bute Inlet to tho North Thomp- 
son Valley by this routb the distance is 
378 milo's, In this distance throe sum- 
mits are jjassed over. First — At 87 miles 
from Waddington Harbour, tho water- 
shed between the llomathco and Chileo- 
tin Rivers, ut an (dovation of 3,117 feel 
above tho soa. Second — On tho Chilcotin 
plain, 0.3 miles west of tho Eraser River, 
thohoiglitis 3,700 feet. Third— About 
midway between tK^ Hivera Fraser and 
Thompson, tho elevation is 3,101 feet. At 
the River 'Thompson the height is about 
l.lUil feet, and tho crossiug of tho River 
Fraser is the same level. Thoro are long 
stretches on this lino wdioro work would 
be light, but in some sections it would 
be very heavy. Ascending the Homath- 
CO for a distance of 15 miles through tho 
groat canyon, a continuous uniform gra- 
dient of 110 foot to the mile would bo ro- 
(inired, involving works of an excessive- 
ly heavy cluiracter, enibraciii|^ cuttings in 
granite, and a threat nuinlnu' uf .-.hort tun- 
nels, amounting in tho aggregate to about 
tbreo miles. Tlie greatest diiliculties on 
this line aro undoubtedly mot with be- 
tween tide- water and the bead of the 
great canyon; the ascent on this sectiun is 
2,285 foot in 34 miles, of which l,^;!) 
would have to be overcome in fifteen 
miles." 

»»»»»• 

Lastly, wo have to notice tho question 
of building a railroad as a continuation 
of the Pttoilic in the Island of Vancouver. 
Tho portion •of the'population of Britisb 
Columbia wlio inhabit Vancouver Island 
Im'vo of course strongly desired to soo 
Esquiinalt, with its lino naval station, 
made tho torminuii of tho Pacific Road. 
Tho late Govorninont, with their usual 
blindness, actually passed on Order in 
Council fixing Esquimau asthe terminus. 
As might be ^thorod from Mr. Macken- 
zie's Speech in Parliament, the Local 
Government of British Columbia hold 
teii^ioiuiioly to thu lutler uf the bond so 
rashly osscntod to by the late Canadian 
Ministry in 1871. Aud the Vauconvor 
section naturally urge tho literal ful- 
tilmeat of tho subsequent iiledgo to make 
Esquimau tho terminus. But the. terms 
of Union can be complied with without 
going to Esquimau at all. And if we are 
to build 1()0 miles of road to HUj)ply the 
local necuSiiities of Vancouver Island, wo 
ought to havo reciprocal concessions 
from tho other party to tho bargain. Tho 
construction of tho road through Vancou- 
ver may depend upon the reasonablenesB 
with wliicb tho jieoplo of tho Island are 
disposed to accept the. situation iu which 
iho whole country is jjiacod by negotia- 
tious, tho eiibo\t-andVesult of which wore 
just as apparent ifir^ajears ago to their 
delegates as to the Mih.lsters who, for 
their own purposes, agreed to an .Qckuow- 
Icdged impossibility. 

Thus, then, stands tho Canadian Paoific' 
R lilway si'hoiuo at the present moment. 
Tlie legislation of th(> session just expir- 
ed is itself a proof of the intention of the 
people of Canada to carry out tho Pacific 
Railway [lolioy adopted on the admission 
of British Columbia in all s^cority and 
good faith as rapidly and., as completely 
p.-^ the national resources will permit. 

At present we have to build tlioso link.s 
one or two at a lime, laboiioiisly it may 
be, and slowly, but still always with an 
eyo to the end to bo ultimately attaii.ed. 
When Parliament meets again — and but 
the shorty 'space of e?ght months will 
elapsii before that event occurs— it is pro- 
babln that iMr. IMaokonzie will lie prepar- 
ed to outer into tho details of locatimi 
and construction more specifically than 
was possible in tho late session. And if 
the revonuo of tho country is not taxed 
too heavily by those many demands fpt 
minor and local undertakings now being 
so constantly thrust upon the attention of 
the Governmont, it may be~ anticipated 
that, with a thrifty ailininistratioii of af- 
fairs, and a revenue equal at least to tho 
exponditnre, the House of Commons will 
be prepared to take one otop further for-' 
ward iu carrying out the great enterprise 
to whioh, the fuith of'the ooantry being 
pledged, others will have for 8om4 timo 
to come more or lo.is to give place.
